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TIMELY BASEBALL TOPICS 


YEAR ago, this department picked the Yankees to win the American League 

pennant — and they did. In the National League, the selection was the Dodgers 
— and they didn't. Our No. 2 choice, the Giants, finished on top. But, since it took 
a play-off to bring about that result, we're not apologizing. This season we like the 
Giants all the way and view the Reds, rather than the Dodgers, as the chief threat. 
In the American League, we’ll string along again with the Yankees. But they may 
not have it as easy as they had in 1962, when they weren't sharp, either. A storm is 
brewing in Detroit. The Tigers, who cracked up last year, could make trouble this 
time, providing all the ifs, ands and buts work out. 


The New Strike Zone 


On January 26th, baseball's rules com- 
mittee, headed by Secretary of Baseball 
Charles Segar, met in solemn conclave 
to make its annual review of the playing 
regulations. 

Usually, little of consequence occurs 
at these meetings. Of all the major sports, 
baseball has done the least rules-chang- 
ing over the years. Mainly, the rules 
committee’s job is a matter of ironing 
out a few technicalities and clarifying 
interpretations that have caused recent 
trouble. 

‘This year, the committee acted radi- 
cally enough to get a lot of baseball peo- 
ple all het up. Besides making the cus- 
tomary minor adjustments, it redefined 
the strike zone. 

In 1963, a ball — that is, a pitched 
ball — will be a strike if it passes over 
the plate anywhere between the batter's 
knees and shoulders, when he is in nor- 


mal swinging stance. Since 1950, the up- 
per and lower limits of the zone had 
been armpits and knee-tops. 

Experts say the rules change will deep- 
en the zone by 10 to 12 inches, with most 
of the extra latitude on top. 

What effects will the change have? 

That's a good question. You can get 
any number of answers, some strongly 
colored by the replier's point of view. 

Pitchers generally favored the change, 
on the theory that it gave them a bigger 
target to shoot at in their battle for sur- 
vival against batters. 

There were skeptical hurlers, though, 
who noted that the high pitch goes far- 
ther, when hit. They shuddered a bit at 
the thought of sluggers cutting at shoul- 
der-height serves they formerly might 
have let, go by.

batter war — unless they're Stan Musial, 
Henry Aaron, Willie Mays, Frank Rob- 
inson or Mickey Mantle — tended not to 
like the change. 

Their reasoning was that it gave them 
extra air-space to guard, without adding 
to their freedom of choice in selecting a 
pitch to cut at. 

Depending on whom you audition, the 
change could result in lower batting 
averages, but more home runs; fewer 
bases on balls, but more strike-outs; 
more manager-pitcher mound conter- 
ences, but faster ball games — and a lot 
of other things. 

But, all knowing parties agree, the 
real key is how the umpires call the 
pitches. How quickly can or will the ar- 
biters, conditioned by reactions built up 
over the years, adjust to change? That's 
the big question. 

And here’s why. Balls and strikes, in 
baseball parlance, are “judgment calls.” 
The way the man in blue sees a pitch is 
the way it is — and if you make a fuss 
about it, you’re automatically out of the 
old ball game. 


Swipe vs. Swat 


In 1961, with Roger Maris hitting 61 
homers, Mickey Mantle swatting 54 and 
a lot of other sluggers blasting away at 
the fences with good effect, muscle had 
a big inning. 

In 1962, no player hit 50 homers. But 
an important milestone still was passed. 
Maury Wills of the Dodgers whizzed by 
it by stealing 104 bases, topping Ty 
Cobb’s 1915 record total of 96. 

All right, all right — Wills played in 
165 games (expansion’s 162, plus the 
Dodgers’ 3 pennant play-off games with 
the Giants). But — in the 156 games it 
took Cobb to get his 96, Maury got 97. 

Put on the spot again, Commissioner 


again in favor of co-listing in the record 
books. He made the point that Wills had 
only 95 steals in the 154 games that con- 
stituted Cobb’s normal season — Ty had 
the benefit of two darkness-caused ties, 


a phenomenon of his unlighted baseball 
era. 


Don’t Sell Long Ball Short 


Despite its temporary eclipse by the 
humble stolen base, the home run still is 
baseball’s big hit. The homer, more than 
anything else, brings the fans into the 
park. And the players who hit them drive 
the paid-for Cadillacs. 

On the subject of homers, how vul- 
nerable is Ruth’s other — greater — rec- 
ord of 714 homers for his career? With 
so many moderns edging up the all-time 
list, we got thinking about this recently 
and did a little pad-scratching. 

The Babe’s 714 homers were distrib- 
uted over 22 major league seasons, giving 
him an annual average of 32.5. In a 
sense, then, that’s the target: to top 
Ruth’s average and stick around at least 
as long. 

Of the active players with that record 
in possible reach, six have higher aver- 
ages than Ruth: Eddie Mathews 36.3, 
Frank Robinson 34.4, Mickey Mantle 
33.7, Willie Mays and Ernie Banks 33.5 
each and Henry Aaron 33.1. 

There are rubs, though. From 7 sea- 
sons for Robinson to 12 for Mantle, 
these players, most of them already 30 
or so, have a long way to go to match 
Ruth’s 22-season tenure in the majors. 

More than that, the record-breaker-to- 
be must hit the big-season jackpot. Ruth 
topped 40 homers 11 times and 50: four 
times. This gave the Babe a cushion, 
coming — when he was chiefly a pitcher 
— and going — when he was chiefly a 
curiosity. 

Mantle has had two 50-homer seasons 
and topped 40 two other times. Mays has 
been over 50 once and reached 40 twice. 
Banks has hit 40 or more five times, 
Mathews four times, Aaron three times.

To have a chance, they’ll have to step 
up the pace while still in their prime. 
Ruth’s 714 looks like a number that will 
continue to flash on the record board for 
quite some time.
